JAPANESE FAIL 
TO ADVANCE IN 
NEW OFFENSIVE 


Shanghai, Sept. 6 (AP). — Japan 
fought with virtually no essential 
progress today in a terrific offen­ 
sive against Shanghai over an area 
of approximately IOO square miles. 
Chinese lines sagged but did not 
break under the combined force of 
charging Japanese infantry, air, a r­ 
tillery and naval bombardments. 
The battle area stretched all the 
wny from the edge of the interna­ 
tional settlem ent to Woosung, where 
tile Yangtze and WTiangpoo rivers 
flow together, about 12 miles north 
of Shanghai. 
More than 200 Chinese non-com ­ 
batants were killed or wounded by 


Japanese raids on the Jrrsfleld park 
station of tho Shanghal-Hangchow 
railroad, on the western outskirts of 
the city. 
A Japanese spokesman described 
the bombardment of civilians as 
“mere routine work” which was be­ 
ing intensified. 
He said the bom­ 
bardment of this district as well as 
the Markham road and North S ta­ 
tion districts was aided at wiping 
out the Chinese 57th and 58th di­ 
visions. 
The Chinese, with 200.000 
men already available in the area, 
were reported rushing four new di­ 
visions to the front. 
The 
Japanese 
contended 
that 
their operations were aimed only at 
wiping out Chinese m achine gun 
nests and joining broken Japanese 
lines. 
From the Yangtze Poo district of 
Shanghai to Woosung. and to Pao- 
shan and Liuho on the Yangtze 
shore, Japanese naval, land and air 
bombs swept the countryside with 
sustained fire th a t took a frightful 
toll of noncombatant lives.

pending disposition of complaints 
against its present tariffs. 
In the offing are Investigations In­ 
to the schedules of the Metropoli­ 
tan EdLson compony of Reading and 
the Philadelphia Electric company.

ACCIDENTS TAKE 
233 U. S. LIVES; 
STATE'S TOLL 21 


(B v T he A ssociated P res*) 
Labor Day week-end accidents left 
21 persons dead in Pennsylvania to­ 
day, contributing more than a score 
to the nation’s total of 233 with the 
casualties of the working man’s holi­ 
day itself yet to be tabulated. 
Automobile 
accidents 
were 
re­ 
sponsible for 179 of the deaths at 
the end of the second day of the 
three-day holiday. Drownings claim­ 
ed 22 lives and miscellaneous causes 
accounted for 32. The nation’s ac­ 
cident toll for the Labor Day week­ 
end last year was 271. 
Eleven of the Pennsylvania acci­ 
dent victims died in automobile 
crashes. Lightning killed five. Two 
burned to death in the tangled 
wreckage of an airplane. One died 
of burns, one drowned and another 
was killed by a train. 
With thousands of motorists tak­ 
ing to the roads for holiday outings 
today, traffic experts believed the 
casualty list for the country this 
year would far exceed the 1936 to­ 
tal. 
Ohio, with 31 traffic deaths, led 
the mortality roll in an Associated 
Press survey that included 40 other 
states. Michigan and California fol­ 
lowed with 29 traffic deaths each. 
Seven of Michigan’s deaths occurred 
in an automobile-truck collision near 
West Branch. 
Five deaths were attributed to 
plane crashes. Two were killed at 
Cleveland when a privately-owned 
ship crashed in landing. A Lincoln, 
Nebraska, man died when his plane 
fell near Ord, Nebraska, and two 
navy fliers were killed near Friends­ 
ville, Maryland, when their plane 
plummeted to earth and burst into 
flames. 
Pour persons drowned near Clay­ 
ton, New Mexico, when a wall of 
water from a cloudburst trapped 
them in their automobile in an Ar­ 
royo. 
In Chicago, a man and his wife 
were killed when two automobiles 
collided and caught fire. In another 
accident nine persons were injured 
> when a motorist swerved his car into 
! a ditch to avoid crashing into a 
! freight train.
